Shooting victim survives

crime A man was reported¬ 
ly kicked out of a vehicle 
and shot at yesterday after¬ 
noon in Dartmouth. 

At 4 p.m. Halifax Region¬ 
al Police received a report 
of a young man being 
kicked out of a grey vehi¬ 
cle by the driver on Lake- 
crest Road near the inter¬ 
section of Major Road. The 
driver then reportedly 
fired at least one shot at 
the victim, but missed. 


The victim was injured, 
but not due to a gunshot. 
Police said he was taken to 
the Dartmouth General 
Hospital with a leg injuiy. 

As of early last evening 
police weren’t sure if the 
man had been pushed out 
of the vehicle or jumped 
out on his own. 

“How he came to get out 
of that vehicle is still part 
of the investigation. And 
then the vehicle turned 
around and a shot was 
fired on him,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter. 


A dog team was brought 
into search for forensic evi¬ 
dence. 

Police were looking for a 
grey car but were not yet 
sure of the make and mod¬ 
el. They also didn’t know if 
the shooting was linked to 
a string of other recent 
public shootings in the 
Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality. 

Police interviewed wit¬ 
nesses at the scene in the 
late afternoon and were 
waiting to talk to the vic¬ 
tim after he was treated in 
hospital.

shrunk. Dexter said the 
government has done 


derway for over a decade, 
but the numbers continue 
to drop. Still, the success 
or failure of D250 can’t be 
judged in voting results, 
Dexter said. 

“It’s one of those un¬ 
knowns,” he said. “You 
don’t know what the par¬ 
ticipation would have been 
had the project not gone 
ahead.” 

Several of the lowest 
turnouts were in Halifax 
Regional Municipality, in¬ 
cluding Dartmouth North 
and Halifax Needham at 49 
per cent each. 

The NDP gained about 
46,000 votes this election, 
for a total of 186,556. On 
the flip side, the Tories lost 
nearly 60,000 votes, falling 
to just over 100,000.

Green party being deregistered 

Leaders take blame after party misses deadlines to file documents

The Green Party of Nova 
Scotia is in the process of 
being deregistered as a po¬ 
litical party after missing 
several deadlines to file fi¬ 
nancial documents. 

Aside from losing party 
status, being deregistered 
would put an end to public 
funding which the party re¬ 
lies on almost exclusively. 

The party missed four 
deadlines dating back to 


April. They failed to send 
Elections Nova Scotia a list 
of donor contributions they 
received and audited finan¬ 
cial statements, as well as 
publicly post contributions 
on their website. 

Such steps are mandatory 
according to election laws. 

“They received several 
notices and several warn¬ 


ings,” said Elections Nova 
Scotia spokesman Dana Do- 
iron. 

The chief electoral officer 
finally sent a message to the 
Greens saying the deregis¬ 
tration process had begun. 
But it will likely not mean 
an end to the party. Party 
leader Ryan Watson took re¬ 
sponsibility and vowed to 


get the papers in by July. 

“Through various com¬ 
munications and miscom- 
munications, things just did 
not get filed in time,” Wat¬ 
son said. “Then when the 
election rolled around our 
official agent became very 
caught up with working 
with our candidates.” 

Watson said it will ulti¬ 
mately be up to Elections 
Nova Scotia, but he’s “very 
confident” the deregulation 
process will be halted once 
the party gets its forms in. 

The Greens have received 


about $300,000 in public 
funding. The party received 
2.3 per cent of the popular 
vote in the provincial elec¬ 
tion, unchanged from 2006. 
Watson said the financial 
faux pas will not greatly 
hurt the party 

“It’s not helpful, but I 
don’t feel that it’s a long¬ 
term setback,” he said. “We 
can overcome this.” 

Watson said he hopes 
and plans to stay on as par¬ 
ty leader, but there is a vo¬ 
cal minority of Greens who 
“are looking for a change.”

Construction began yes¬ 
terday on an expansion 
and renovation project 
that will include building a 
new library and student 
learning commons. 

“For the first time, 
thanks to this project, the 
IT campus will have a 
learning commons. A 
place where learners can 
gather, study, prepare and 
imagine what they might 
do,” said NSCC president 
Joan McArthur-Blair. 

The project is scheduled 
to be completed by Sep¬ 
tember 2010. It is jointly 
funded by the provincial 
and federal governments, 
with each kicking in $3 


million. 

The expansion is just 
one part of the $2 billion 
Knowledge Infrastructure 
Program, an economic 
stimulus fund that re¬ 
quires provincial govern¬ 
ments to match spending. 

In total NSCC will be get¬ 


ting $17.5 million form the 
fund between several proj¬ 
ects. Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said when everything is 
worked out between col¬ 
leges and universities the 
total money flowing to No¬ 
va Scotia could be close to 
$100 million. 


“This has been a very 
successful program for No¬ 
va Scotia. It’s actually 
above the per capita fund¬ 
ing rate,” Dexter said. “It’s 
something closer to what 
we’ve been asking for in 
the past, per student fund¬ 
ing.”

Thirteen robberies since

A rash of robberies contin¬ 
ues in the Halifax Regional 
Municipality.

Political interference led to polygamy charges: Lawyers 


Improper political interfer¬ 
ence led to polygamy 
charges being filed 
against two members of a 
breakaway sect of the 
Mormon Church, a court 
was told yesterday.

emergency Ottawa’s 
efforts to compel wireless 
providers to upgrade 9-1-1 
systems so distressed 
callers can be located 
suffer from potentially 
troubling omissions, a 
new report has found. 

Canada’s wireless com¬ 
panies will be required by 
February 2010 to have the 
capability to locate the 
position of 9-1-1 calls from 
cellphones. The CRTC out¬ 
lined the new require¬ 
ments five months ago 
amid criticism Canada had 
fallen behind other coun¬ 
tries such as the U.S., 
which have had similar ca¬ 
pabilities for years. 

Such information “can 
make the difference 
between life and death,” 
the agency said. 

Canadian rules now 
require wireless firms to 
give the location of the 
nearest cell tower, which 
can be of little help 
outside urban areas where 
towers are far apart. Calls 
from traditional wired 
telephones can be traced 
directly to the street 
address of a home or busi¬ 
ness.

Dear HRM Residents: 

As you are aware, the Halifax Wastewater Treatment Facility officially 
opened in February 2008. From every corner of this great municipality, 
we all looked on with pride and amazement at the drastic, and practically 
immediate, improvements to the water quality of our beloved Halifax 
Harbour. The Dartmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility was brought 
online in July 2008, bringing even further improvements. 

Last August, for the first time in decades, Black Rock and Dingle Park 
beaches were opened to swimmers. What an achievement for our 
community! 

Then, on January 14, 2009, the Halifax facility suffered extensive 
flooding damage when one of two back-up generators failed and, as a 
result, the wet well and basement areas of the plant filled with 85 feet of 
wastewater. Untreated waste once again entered the Halifax side of the 
harbour. 

Like you, we are shocked and bitterly disappointed at this serious set¬ 
back. Like you, we want to know what went wrong, how it will be fixed 
and where responsibility rests. We are determined to see the Halifax 
plant restored, the possibility of future malfunctions prevented to the 
greatest extent possible, and Halifax Harbour’s water quality improved 
so that our harbourfront beaches can again be enjoyed by all. 

On behalf of Halifax Regional Council and the Halifax Water Board, we 
wish to share with you our commitment to work diligently and with focus 
until the plant is fully restored and to make sound, thoughtful decisions 
along the way so we can once again proudly share the environmental 
success story of Halifax Harbour. 

Halifax Water and HRM have received the preliminary findings of a 
forensic audit into the technical cause of the malfunction. We are 
reviewing these findings and working with the Harbour Solutions 
Project’s partners to fill in any remaining information gaps and further 
our common understanding of what went wrong. This will allow staff to 
correct deficiencies and enhance the design and operation in order to 
reduce the risk of a reoccurrence. 

To be clear, finding the technical cause for the malfunction is far different 
from finding fault. It could be a long time before we know where 
responsibility ultimately lies for the events of January 14th. Indeed, it 
may be left to the Harbour Solutions Project’s contract arbitration 
process, and/or the courts, to determine. 

The search for answers has been long and frustrating for everyone. But 
we are committed to finding out why the Halifax plant malfunctioned so 
that this never happens again and your investment is protected. And 
while we all want to see a full accounting of what happened, right now 
our focus must be on getting the plant back in operation. 

That being said, we know we need to communicate better with you. To 
that end, we are providing more frequent updates at www.halifax.ca in a 
section dedicated to Harbour Solutions and the Halifax facility 
restoration. There you will find the most up-to-date information on efforts 
to minimize odours, why screens were removed from outfalls into the 
harbour, how we are meeting our Environment Canada reporting 
responsibilities, progress reports on the plant, and more. 

We are making every effort possible to restore the Halifax plant to full op¬ 
eration, but there is no quick fix. Considerable work is needed to ensure 
that the treatment plant is repaired properly. We expect the Halifax plant 
will be fully operational by spring 2010. 

In the meantime, the Dartmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility continues 
to operate and the Herring Cove facility is scheduled to begin operating 
in the commissioning phase later this summer. During the commissioning 
phase, as with all large infrastructure projects, staff and contractors work 
to fine-tune the process and equipment to ensure everything is operating 
as it should, meeting all project specifications. 

You can do your part in preventing harbour pollution at its source by not 
flushing items that should be deposited in your bathroom waste can or 
regular garbage. For more information on pollution prevention, please

Rest assured we are working hard to restore the facility and the pride we 
all feel in a cleaner Halifax Harbour. We appreciate your patience, under¬ 
standing and support as we strive to get there.

Will the beaches at Black Rock and Dingle Park re-open? Absolutely. 

Will we leave a legacy of environmental stewardship for our children and 
theirs?

Madoff gets 150 years 


From rubbing elbows 
with millionaires to shar¬ 
ing a prison yard with 
drug dealers and 
gangsters, Bernard Mad- 
off’s life is about to 
change dramatically. 

The U.S. Federal Bureau 
of Prisons has not decided 
where Madoff, who orches¬ 
trated a Ponzi scheme that 
bilked investors out of bil¬ 
lions of dollars, will serve 
his 150-year sentence. 

Madoff was sentenced 
yesterday to the maximum 


penalty the judge could 
give him for “extraordinar¬ 
ily evil” crimes in Wall 
Street’s biggest and most 
brazen investment fraud. 

Fleeced investors in the 
courtroom cheered and ap¬ 
plauded as the judge hand¬ 
ed down the penalty. 

Madoff, 71, stood passive¬ 
ly with his hands clasped at 
his waist, showing no reac¬ 
tion when he heard the 
sentence that will send 
him to prison for the rest 
of his life. If prison officials

ith all the 
problems

Day and the Fourth of July 
to have Iran to kick around. 

Instead of the recession, 
the collapse of the auto sec¬ 
tor, the wreckage in corpo¬ 


rate America, we feast on 
the question of who won 
the Iranian election. 

This type of digression is 
much in keeping with the 
Americans’ way. They focus 
on a country with larger 
problems than their own 
and portray that country as 
representing danger at the 
door. It’s called threat infla¬ 
tion. George W. Bush did it 
with Iraq. Created a bogus 
threat, started a major war. 
Bill Clinton bombed Bagh¬ 
dad in the very week he 
faced impeachment hear¬ 
ings over a sex scandal. 
Ronald Reagan took out 
Grenada when he faced a 
crisis. Lyndon Johnson 


hugely overstated the 
domino theory to promote 
the war in Vietnam. Before 
him there was the ludi¬ 
crous concoction known as 
McCarthyism. 

In Iran, we don’t know 
who won the election. 
There is little doubt there 
was much voter fraud, but 
advance polls had Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad far in 
front. He may well have 
won despite the fraud. But 
who can blame the opposi¬ 
tion, urged on by surging 
support from abroad, from 
taking to the streets to chal¬ 
lenge the verdict. The Mir 
Hossein Mousavi-led oppo¬ 
sition, by the way, has a nu-

clear policy similar to Ah- 
madinejad’s. But that is sel¬ 
dom mentioned. 

The difference this time, 
and for this we in Canada 
can be grateful — is there 
is a cool head in the White 
House. Barack Obama oper¬ 
ates from a global perspec¬ 
tive instead of the narrow 
nationalist one of his pred¬ 
ecessor. He recognizes the 
historic offences perpetrat¬ 
ed against Iran by Western 
powers, one example being 
the CIA-sponsored over¬ 
throw of the Iranian gov¬ 


ernment in 1953. He 
speaks out against the 
clampdown against demo¬ 
cratic rights in Tehran, as 
he should, but his overall 
thrust is to mend fences 
with the Islamic world as 
opposed to driving wedges. 
His approach is like 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s was 
with the West in ending 
the Cold War. 

From the Canadian per¬ 
spective it has been a tough 
year. The recession will 
dampen Canada Day cele¬ 
brations. But there is the 
larger picture to look at. 
The world is more impor¬ 
tant than our own back¬ 
yard and we now have a 


world leader who is fair- 
minded and enlightened. 
He’s a multilateralist, not a 
unilateralist. He favours 
conciliation over confronta¬ 
tion. He pursues a national 
health-care system and nu¬ 
clear disarmament. He is 
standing up to climate 
change deniers. 

He is, in sum, a president 
who is steeped in tradition¬ 
al moderate Canadian val¬ 
ues. On the American na¬ 
tional holiday and on our 
own, it is something to cel¬ 
ebrate.

Tim Hortons to register 
as a Canada-based firm

coffee Tim Hortons Inc., 
the coffee chain with an 
image as Canadian as 
hockey and maple syrup, 
said yesterday it plans to 
register as a Canadian 
company. 

The company said it has 
filed a plan with the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission to become a 
subsidiary of a firm incor¬ 
porated in Canada. Tim 
Hortons is currently the 
subsidiary of a U.S. firm, af¬ 
ter being spun off by for¬ 
mer owner Wendy’s Inter¬ 


national in 2006. 

The management and 
board of directors of Tim 
Hortons said the move 
would boost the compa¬ 
ny’s position to take ad¬ 
vantage of lower Canadian 
tax rates commencing in 
the year after the change is 
made. “The company cur¬ 
rently earns the substan¬ 
tial majority of its income 
in Canada,” Tim Hortons 
said, owing to the fact that 
it has 2,930 outlets in 
Canada and 527 in the U.S.

Canada's alternative ener¬ 
gy sector is showing signs 
of a budding recovery, as 
companies resurrect 
financing deals and public 
offerings that withered 
with the recession, but the 
revival remains fragile. 

In recent weeks, compa¬ 
nies ranging from water 
treatment firm GLV Inc. to 
green building products 
maker Genesis Worldwide 
Inc have raised millions of 
dollars in share and deben¬ 
ture offerings. 

Geothermal firm Magma 
Energy Corp. just raised 


$100 million in a warmly 
received initial public of¬ 
fering and electric car 
maker Zenn Motor Co. Inc. 
has filed a preliminary 
prospectus to sell shares. 

“It’s the first green 
shoots appearing in the 
green energy area,” said 
Duncan Stewart, analyst at 
DSAM Consulting. 

“If you compare buying a 


cleantech stock to a com¬ 
puter, (investors) put it in a 
sleep mode. Now that 
they’ve turned the market 
back on, the first thing 
that pops up on their 
screen is: Note to self — Go 
buy some cleantech 
stocks.” 

The activity marks a 
thaw from the investment 
freeze that slammed clean¬ 


tech firms — which sell 
technology that boosts pro¬ 
ductivity while cutting 
costs and energy consump¬ 
tion — when the credit cri¬ 
sis took hold. Two months 
into 2009, for example, 
cleantech companies listed 
on the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change and TSX Venture 
Exchange had raised just 
$4.7 million in financing 
deals. That grew to $125 
million by the end of April 
and then jumped another 
22 per cent to $152.6 mil¬ 
lion at the end of May.

Are these good 
investments? — Richard 
Equity investors in 
the past 10 years 
have received gen¬ 
erous returns, that is until 
fall of 2008. Since then, 
many have reduced, repo¬ 
sitioned or completely 
abandoned the stock mar¬ 
ket. Memorize this: “In¬ 
vesting is risky.” If you do 
not have the stomach for 
any risk, get out of the 
market. 

Income Trusts (Income 
Funds) were created for in¬ 
vestors to receive distribu¬ 
tions on a tax-efficient ba¬ 
sis. There are four main 
types: 

• Business Trusts 
• REITs 

• Utility Trusts and 
• Resource Trusts 
Income Trusts do not pay 
income taxes if all of its 
taxable income is distrib¬ 


uted to its unit holders. 
Therefore, unit holders re¬ 
ceive higher payouts. The 
unit holder is ultimately 
taxed. Yields vary from five 
to over 20 per cent. Of 
course, the greater the 
yield, the greater the risk. 

Generally, distributions 
to unit holders consist of a 
return on capital and a re¬ 
turn of capital. A return on 
capital (Yield), is the return 
to the investor for invest¬ 
ing — this is subject to tax 
at the end of the year. 

A return of capital is a 
distribution of your capital 
investment. This is not 
taxed when received, but 
affects the cost base of the 
investment on disposition. 
Investor should be cog¬ 
nizant of both. 

In 2006, Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty an¬ 
nounced all Income Trusts 
(except Real Estate Invest¬ 
ment Trusts), starting in 
2011, will be subject to 
corporate tax. It evens the 
playing field between 
taxed corporations and 
non-taxed Income Trusts. 
As a result, our govern¬ 
ment coffers get filled and 
investors receive less. 

Check with your finan¬ 
cial adviser when deciding 
whether Income Trusts are 
right for you.

Stamps favoured to repeat

The Calgary Stampeders 
proved they were the thor¬ 
oughbreds of the Canadi¬ 
an Football League last 
year, capping a sensation¬ 
al 13-5 regular season with 
their first Grey Cup title 
since 2001 . Now it seems 
the Stamps have the 
inside track to become the 
first CFL team since the 
1997 Toronto Argos to suc¬ 
cessfully defend their title. 

The key piece of the puz¬ 
zle is quarterback Henry 
Burris, the Grey Cup MVP 
who has signed a four-year 
contract extension to stay 
in Calgary through 2012. 

“Henry has proven that 
he’s an elite quarterback in 


this league and a vital part 
of our football team,” said 
head coach/general manag¬ 
er John Hufhagel. “We’re 
ecstatic to know he’ll be 
here for years to come.” 

Burris, 34, last season set 
career highs in passing 
yards (5,094), touchdown 
passes (39), completion per¬ 
centage (64.5) and quarter¬ 
back rating (103.8) while 
establishing his position as 
the CFL’s top passer. 

“This is the only team I 
can imagine playing for 
and I love the direction 
we’re heading,” said Burris. 
“I look forward to building 
on 2008. We all have great 
ambitions for the future.” 

The immediate future 
could include another Grey 
Cup ring. The Stampeders 
have 19 of their 24 starters 


from last November’s 
championship game back 
on the roster as they pre¬ 
pare to kickoff the 2009 
CFL season. They open 
their schedule by hosting a 
Grey Cup rematch against 
the Montreal Alouettes to¬ 
morrow at McMahon Stadi¬ 
um. 

The problem is Calgary 
has been ravaged by in¬ 
juries during training camp 
and could enter the season 
without defensive backs 
J.R. Ruffin and Brandon 
Smith in addition to play¬ 
ing without receivers Ken- 
Yon Rambo, Ryan Thelwell 
and Jabari Arthur. Offen¬ 
sive linemen Jeff Pilon and 
Jesse Newman also have 
nagging injuries. 

The Stamps host the 
2009 Grey Cup game Nov. 


29 and are challenging to 
be the first team since the 
1994 B.C. Lions to capture 
the CFL title at home. En¬ 
tering the season as 
favourites to play in the 
hometown Grey Cup 
comes with its own chal¬ 
lenges, but the players are 
dismissing the pressure. 

“The fact that we won 
last year means we’re fo¬ 
cused on the R-word (re¬ 
peat) but every year your 
goal is to win the champi¬ 
onship,” said Randy Chevri- 
er. 

“Nobody comes into the 
season saying this year 
we’re playing for second 
place. Every year it’s the 
same motivation. The 
game’s there and that’s our 
goal, but that’s everybody’s 
goal.” 


Alouettes good, but may not take the next step 


Montreal Since 2000, the 
Montreal Alouettes have 
made six appearances in 
the Grey Cup Champi¬ 
onship Game, but five 
times the club was sent 
away empty handed. Last 
season, the club finished 
11-7 during the regular 
season, the only Eastern 
Division team to post a 
winning record. The Alou¬ 
ettes reached the title tilt 
only to be defeated by Cal¬ 
gary in a 22-14 final. 

So what does the 2009 
season have in store for 
Marc Trestman’s squad? 
Well, there aren’t many 
new faces in the fold, but 
some consider that to be a 
good thing. After all, there 
is enough talent on the 
roster to put the team 


back in the championship 
race. 

Of course, it all starts 
with veteran quarterback 
Anthony Calvillo, who 
completed 69.2 percent of 
his passes in 2008 for 
5,633 yards with 43 touch¬ 
downs and 

only 13 in¬ 
terceptions. 

He is 

thrilled to have Jamal 
Richardson back in 
the fold, as the 
talented re¬ 
ceiver 

tallied 98 receptions for 
1,287 yards and 16 touch¬ 
downs a year ago. Some 
though Richardson might 
be playing in the NFL this 
season, but his return to 
the Alouettes cements 



them as a serious Grey 
Cup contender. 

There are other danger¬ 
ous weapons on the offen¬ 
sive side of the football, 
such as tailback Avon 
Coburne and wideout Ben 
Cahoon. 

Coburne 
rushed for 
950 yards 
and six 
touch¬ 
downs on 
only 145 
carries a 
year 

ago, and he also caught 66 
passes for 616 yards and 
two more scores. As for Ca¬ 
hoon, he had a team-high 
107 receptions for 1,231 
yards and seven scores, 
proving more than capa¬ 


ble of moving the chains 
with clutch catches. 

Montreal did a good job 
of locking up Anwar Stew¬ 
art and Mark Estelle, 
rather than allowing those 
players to find new homes. 
T.J. Hill led the club with 
84 tackles last season, 
while Keron Williams 
posted 10 sacks. This is not 
an elite defence, but there 
is obviously enough talent 
in place to complement 
the explosive offence. 

What can be expected 
by fans is another success¬ 
ful season, a first-place fin¬ 
ish in the East and a likely 
return to the Grey Cup ti¬ 
tle game. Still, expect the 
team to come up just short 
once again.

Lack of a proper stadium puts Halifax on the back burner, commissioner says

Halifax appears to be all 
but forgotten — at least 
for now — in the eyes of 
CFL commissioner Mark 
Cohon. 

“If we have a (regular 
season) game in Moncton, 
we’d like to see a lot of 
fans from Halifax make 
the drive,” was all Cohon 
would say, when asked 
where the city fits into his 
plans. 

Moncton has effectively 
shouldered Halifax out of 
the equation in the race 
to become the CFL’s At¬ 
lantic expansion team 
and could host a regular- 
season game in Septem¬ 
ber 2010. 

A new 10,000-seat stadi¬ 
um being built in Monc¬ 


ton for the 2010 world 
junior track and field 
championships has the 
New Brunswick city in the 
driver’s seat. Halifax’s in¬ 
action on the same front 
has it fading in the 
rearview mirror. 

“I’ve had this conversa¬ 
tion with many people,” 
Cohon said. “Because 
there is no stadium in 
Halifax, it makes it very 
difficult for the league to 
consider big events 
there.” 

Back in the days of for¬ 
mer commissioner Tom 
Wright, Halifax hosted a 
CFL exhibition game in 


2005 dubbed Touchdown 
Atlantic. A crowd of 
11,148 turned out at 
Huskies Stadium, which 
received a boost from 
temporary seating. 

The CFL was forced to 
cancel 2006 Touchdown 
Atlantic after the Ottawa 
Renegades dropped out of 
the league. At the time, 
Wright said in a press re¬ 
lease, “We will be back.” 

Cohon, who desperately 
wants to get a team back 
in Ottawa, doesn’t make 
the same promise. 

“We’re focused on Ot¬ 
tawa and Moncton,” he 
said. “But we’re open. If 


there are opportunities in 
other cities (with) bigger 
stadiums ... We’ll consid¬ 
er it.” 

Cohon said the three re¬ 
quirements he looks for 
in an expansion team are 
a stadium, strong local 
ownership, and signifi¬ 
cant corporate support 
from the community. 

Moncton’s stadium is 
expandable to 20,000 and 
can mimic the Montreal 
Alouettes’ setup at McGill. 
As for the other two re¬ 
quirements, Cohon said 
he won’t know for sure if 
Moncton meets them un¬ 
til it hosts a game. 

“We have to build our 
relationship with the cor¬ 
porate community out 
there, we have to get local 
people excited,” Cohon 
explained. “We want to 
walk before we run.”

little adventure. Pick a goal. 
Maybe a quest for the per¬ 
fect antique auto ashtray. A 
hunt for a Bobby Orr rookie 
card. Or whatever the heck 
it is that turns your crank. 

I once spent an entire 
summer visiting every sec¬ 
ond-hand bookshop within 
a day’s ride, looking for a 
particular paperback miss¬ 
ing from a series. 

In the spirit of that blend 
of adventure and explo¬ 
ration, Honda launched 
the CBF1000 motorcycle 
this year. 

Granted, you can do this 
kind of thing on any bike, 
but the multi-faceted 
CBF1000 brings a blend of 
abilities and a personality 
peculiar to that kind of 
pursuit. The half-faired 


sport touring chassis mix¬ 
es agility and three-posi¬ 
tion, height adjustable up¬ 
right seating comfort, ad¬ 
justable windscreen, on¬ 
road civility and a little off¬ 
road ability with the sport 
power of an inline-four 
one-litre engine. 

As tested, the bike also 
came with convenient 
hardshell panniers and op¬ 
tional grip heaters. Other 
add-ons can include a top 
box, knuckle deflectors, 
tank pads and carbon fibre 
trim pieces. 

My tester also came with 
a very user-friendly Garmin 
Zumo 550 nav system 
mounted on the handlebars 
to help explore the un¬ 
known nooks and crannies 
of the countryside. At the 


time of the test, Honda was 
looking into adding the Zu¬ 
mo system as an option 
and I see now that it is list¬ 
ed on the website. In its sec¬ 
ond year, the CBF1000 will 
carry on unchanged except 
for the annual colour shift 
— Pearl Siena Red for 2009 
models. 

“You’ll love this bike,” 
said Kim, the motorcycle 
maven at Honda. 

And she was right. The 
balance of agility, long haul 
comfort, cargo utility and 
power without a weight 
penalty seems perfect for 
that Euro-practical kind of 
riding that leaves behind all 
that silly poseur North 
American-style brand bias 
and ego eccentricity. 

It works. And the 


CBF1000 comes in at a nice 
price too, starting at 
$11,999, less than most 
sport bikes, about $2K less

Ford Escape plugs into grid test program 



Ford is undertaking a three-year test program on the Ford Escape PHEV designed to develop and 
evaluate technical approaches for integrating PHEVs into the electric grid. 


Hydro-Quebec has joined 
Ford’s North America wide 
demonstration and re¬ 
search program on plug-in 
hybrid electric vehicles 
(PHEVs). 

Ford, in collaboration 
with the Electric Power Re¬ 
search Institute (EPRI), is 
undertaking a three-year 
test program on the Ford 
Escape PHEV designed to 
develop and evaluate tech¬ 
nical approaches for inte¬ 
grating PHEVs into the 
electric grid. 

EPRI has identified nine 
utilities across North Amer¬ 
ica to test drive the vehicles 
and collect data on battery 
technology, vehicle sys¬ 
tems, customer use and 
grid infrastructure. Ford 
has provided 21 vehicles 
for the real-world trials and 
Hydro-Quebec is the only 
Canadian company partici¬ 
pating in the program. 

Refuelling costs for an 
average vehicle driven 
18,000 1cm per year would 
be $244 as opposed to 


$1,383, which is six times 
less costly. 

The average consump¬ 
tion of one million all-elec¬ 
tric vehicles, which repre¬ 
sent 25 per cent of Que¬ 
bec’s cars, is 3 TWh, the 
equivalent of the annual 
generation of the Eastmain- 
one hydroelectric facility. 


The electrification of ve¬ 
hicles has sparked signifi¬ 
cant interest in the U.S. 
and Canada. PHEVs are one 
element of our blueprint 
for sustainability that in¬ 
cludes actions ranging 
from refinements in gaso¬ 
line fuelled engines and 
transmissions, to the de¬ 


velopment of battery elec¬ 
tric vehicles. 

The collaboration be¬ 
tween Hydro-Quebec, Ford 
and EPRI represents a valu¬ 
able contribution to the 
development of commer¬ 
cially viable plug-in hybrid 
electric vehicles, said Ar- 
shad Mansoor, vice-presi¬ 


dent of power delivery and 
utilization at EPRI. The ex¬ 
pansion of field testing in¬ 
to Canada will enable us to 
gather the data required 
for the seamless integra¬ 
tion into the grid while 
providing a pleasant driv¬ 
ing experience. 

The Ford Escape Plug-In 
Hybrid, a research vehicle 
using high voltage, lithium- 
ion batteries, uses common 
household current (120 
volts) for charging. Full 
charge of the battery takes 
six to eight hours. 

When driven for the first 
48 km following a full 
charge, the Ford Escape 
PHEV can achieve up to 2L 
/100 km approximately). 
The vehicle is not range-lim¬ 
ited by the amount of

Pursuit of happiness 

Canadian women more satisfied than their U.S. sisters 


Talk about a hot-button 
issue: Despite women’s 
social and economic gains 
over the last 35 years, 
more American women 
report being less happy. 

In fact, a new gender gap 
has emerged: Men are now 
happier than women. 

That’s according to a 
study, The Paradox of De¬ 
clining Female Happiness, 
by two University of Penn¬ 
sylvania economists to be 
published in the American 
Economic Journal in Au¬ 
gust. 

But the word’s out, ignit¬ 
ing gender battles online as 
both sides point fingers. 
“Typical complaining 
women,” and “raving, 
loony feminists,” snipe 
some males. “We have too 
much to do,” and “sexist 
jerks,” females retort. 

Happiness, it turns out,

is far more nuanced than 
that and varies by national¬ 
ity. A Canadian expert says 
women here not only still 
top men in life satisfaction,

but also score higher on 
the happiness scale — 
which includes issues of so¬ 
cial security — than their 
sisters to the south. Who 
knew? 

It’s too early to tell 
if the American 
findings are a 
harbinger of a 
new gender 
gap here, of 
women’s wan¬ 
ing well-being. 

“Is it indica¬ 
tive of social 
trends that will 
catch on and spread, or ^ 
is it just a feature of U.S. 
life?” economist John Helli- 
well of the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Advanced Research 
asks rhetorically. One po¬ 
tential sign: Canadian 
teenage girls are reporting 
less life satisfaction than 
the boys. 

Betsey Stevenson, co-au¬ 
thor of the Paradox study, 


has no easy answers. This 
pursuit of happiness busi¬ 
ness is serious stuff. Econo¬ 
mists use such life satisfac¬ 
tion findings to help evalu¬ 
ate public policies, 
explains the as¬ 
sistant pro¬ 
fessor at 
the Uni¬ 
versity of 
Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s 
Wharton 
School. 

She and 
co-author 
Justin Wolfers ana¬ 
lyzed three different U.S. 
surveys going back to the 
1970s. In all three, 
women’s delight in life di¬ 
minished more than 
men’s. That held true for 
women of all ages, educa¬ 
tion levels, married or sin¬ 
gle, working or not, moth¬ 
ers or childless.

STUDY Women who take a 
multivitamin during pregnancy 
are far less likely to deliver un¬ 
derweight or premature 
babies, says a study published 
recently in the Canadian Med¬ 
ical Association Journal.

C anada has a 
colourful sexual 
history. While 
Pierre Trudeau’s 
statement that 
the government had no 
business in the bedrooms of 
the nation undoubtedly in¬ 
fluenced Canadian sexual 
values, it was in fact the bill 
he was introducing at the 
time — the 1967 Omnibus 
Bill — that has probably 
had more impact on our na¬ 
tional sexual identity than 
any piece of legislation 
since. This bill made birth 
control and abortion more 
available, divorce more ac¬ 
cessible and removed ho¬ 
mosexuality from the Crim¬ 
inal Code. 

Less than a decade previ¬ 
ous to this, Canada wasn’t 
quite as sexually liberal. 
The D.H. Lawrence classic 
Lady Chatterly’s Lover was 
considered criminally ob¬ 
scene at least in Quebec as 
late at 1959. 

But a decade after the 
Omnibus Bill, in 1977, Que¬ 
bec became the first 
province to include sexual 
orientation in its Human 
Rights Code. It took the 


Supreme Court of Canada 
until 1995 to rule that sexu¬ 
al orientation is protected 
under the Canadian Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms 
but the feds made up for it 
by becoming the fourth 
country in the world to le¬ 
galize same-sex marriage in 
2005. 

And, in the same year 
that gay people were cele¬ 
brating their legal entry in¬ 
to the world of heterosexu¬ 
al monogamy, straight mar¬ 
ried couples were celebrat¬ 
ing their legal right to have 
recreational sex with some¬ 
one other than their part¬ 
ner when, in December of 
2005, swingers’ club were 
legalized in Canada. 

You could also blame our 
liberal sexual attitudes on 
Niagara Falls. According to 
Chris Gudgeon, author of 


The Naked Truth: The Un¬ 
told Story of Sex in Canada, 
by 1867, Niagara Falls had 
become the Honeymoon 
Capital of the World be¬ 
cause it was “a potent sym¬ 
bol of the awesome natural 
limitlessness of the new 
country.” From the start, 
Gudgeon argues, “Canada 
and sex were linked in the 
world’s imagination.” 

Our sexy rep has been so¬ 
lidified by people like Gwen 
Jacobs who took off her top 
on a hot day in Guelph, 
Ont., back in 1991, assert¬ 
ing she had just as much 
right to go topless as men. 
The court agreed and it be¬ 
came legal for women to go 
topless in Ontario. Toss in 
our nude beaches, like 
Wreck Beach in Vancouver 
and Hanlan’s Point on 
Toronto Island, the fact that

Jackson family 
seeks custody 



The Los Angeles coroner’s 
office yesterday dismissed 
as inaccurate a British 
newspaper report that 
said Michael Jackson was 
emaciated and almost 
bald when he died 
suddenly last week. 

As the Jackson family 
clan gathered in Los Ange¬ 
les to consider funeral de¬ 
tails befitting the world¬ 
wide outpouring of affec¬ 
tion for the King of Pop, 
the singer’s mother filed 
court papers seeking cus¬ 
tody of his three children. 

Katherine Jackson asked 
the Los Angeles Superior 
court to appoint her 
guardian of Prince 
Michael, 12, Paris Kather¬ 
ine, 11, and Prince Michael 
II, 7, saying they have “no 
relationship with their bio¬ 
logical mother.” 

The first two are Jack¬ 
son’s children from his ex- 
wife Debbie Rowe and the 
third from an unidentified 
surrogate mother. A hear¬ 
ing was set for Aug. 3. 

Two inconclusive autop¬ 
sies have been carried out 
on Jackson — one by the 
Los Angeles County Coro¬ 


ner’s office and one by a 
private pathologist. Toxi¬ 
cology tests are expected 
to take several weeks. 

Jackson, 50, died sudden¬ 
ly of cardiac arrest at his 
rented Los Angeles home 
on Thursday, just a few 
weeks before a planned 
string of 50 comeback con¬ 
certs in London. 

Assistant chief coroner 
Ed Winter said details re¬ 
ported in the British Sun 
tabloid about Jackson’s 
condition did not come 
from either the private or 
the county autopsy. 

“I don’t know where 
that information came 
from, or who that informa¬ 
tion came from. It is not 
accurate. Some of it is to¬ 
tally false,” Winters told 
reporters. 

Claiming it had seen a 
leaked autopsy report, The 
Sun said Jackson was wear¬ 
ing a wig when he died to 
cover his “peach fuzz” 
hair, weighed only about 
112 pounds (51 kg), that 
his hips, thighs and shoul¬ 
ders were riddled with nee¬ 
dle wounds, and that his 
stomach was empty apart 


from partially dissolved 
pills. 

Jackson admitted in 1993 
that he had an addiction to 
painkillers, but he had re¬ 
cently passed a lengthy 
medical exam ahead of the 
London concerts. 

Civil rights leader A1 
Sharpton met with the 
family in Los Angles on 
Monday to discuss a world¬ 


wide tribute to Jackson and 
plans for preserving a lega¬ 
cy that changed the shape 
of music videos and influ¬ 


enced a new generation of 
R&B singers. 

“I’m here to make sure 
Michael gets in death what 
he never got in life — he 
never got credit,” Sharpton 
told reporters after arriving 
in Los Angeles, where he 
attended the Black Enter¬ 
tainment Television awards 
with Jackson’s father Joe. 

Joe Jackson told re¬ 
porters on Sunday that fu¬ 
neral arrangements for the 
King of Pop were still be¬ 
ing discussed but a family 
friend said services could 
take place on Wednesday 
and the body could be 
buried at Jackson’s famous 
Neverland Ranch in cen¬ 
tral California. 

Tension over Jackson’s 
mysterious death surfaced 
at the BET Awards, which 
became a tribute to the 
singer’s musical genius. 
Some stars bristled over

media coverage of Jack¬ 
son’s downward spiral dur¬ 
ing the last decade, filled 
with accusations of child 
molestation and bizarre 
behavior. 

Los Angeles police said 
after questioning Jackson’s 
personal doctor over the 
weekend that they did not 
consider him to be a sus¬ 
pect. Dr. Conrad Murray, 
who was at Jackson’s side 
when he died, told police 
he did not inject the singer 
with painkillers before his 
cardiac arrest on Thursday

A member of 1970s

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Sonic Youth slows it down 


Much-loved 
band spent 
far longer 
than usual 
on new disc

It only took New York- 
based alternative/experi¬ 
mental rockers Sonic 
Youth 30 years to realize 
that when you’re patient, 
things turn out exponen¬ 
tially better. 

Since 1981, guitarist 
Thurston Moore, bassist/ 
guitarist Kim Gordon, gui¬ 
tarist Lee Ranaldo, bassist 
Mark Ibold and drummer 
Steve Shelley have been 
hammering out albums at 
the nearly unshalceable 
pace of every year and a 
half; in the process, they 
helped define the No 
Wave and ensuing noise, 
indie and alternative rock 
sub-genres with their 
avant-garde approach to 
combining the basic band 
structure with, well, what¬ 
ever the hell they wanted. 

It’s worked, making 
them last longer than 
most musical trends. Re¬ 
cent studio effort The 
Eternal (Matador Records) 
is their 16th overall. 

Instantly heralded as 
their strongest work in 
years, The Eternal knows 
no limits of praise, a won¬ 
drous feat given that their 
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Sonic Youth helped define the No Wave and ensuing noise, indie and alternative rock sub-genres. 


entire catalogue is already 
considered a high water¬ 
mark. 

That is, almost every 
one of their releases is 
considered essential from 
the likes of legendary acts 
such as Nirvana all the 
way down to your neigh¬ 
bourhood jam band. 

So what is it about this 
12-traclc effort that shines 
so bright? The Eternal was 
three years — aeons by 
Sonic Youth standards — 
in the making. The band 
took its time. 

“We’ve been on this reli¬ 
able track (putting out al¬ 
bums every year-and-a- 
half) but since we took 
time off for other endeav¬ 
ours, it took us longer to 
get to this,” admits Ranal¬ 
do. “All of that time was 
good for us to simmer. This 


is such a strong record, 
whatever time it took to 
make it was worth it.” 

Otherwise occupied 
with ventures such as 
touring in nostalgic sup¬ 
port of their revered 1988 
effort Daydream Nation 
and creating a travelling 
museum exhibition based 
on their deep history, 
Ranaldo admits that actu¬ 
ally getting to The Eternal 
seemed a bit of a chore for 
Sonic Youth. 

However, after hunker¬ 
ing down, they quickly re¬ 
alized that the lengthy 
time working at it allowed 
the music to sink in, 
thereby making its record¬ 
ing smoother and more 
natural. “We were sup¬ 
posed to start recording 
this one at the beginning 
of last year in February or 


March but it didn’t hap¬ 
pen until September,” he 
notes. “We’d put it off for 
a month and another 
month. Before we knew it, 
eight of them had passed.” 

“Once we got into our 
studio though, the songs 
just flowed so easily, we 
recorded them live,” he 
continues, pondering how 
patience has affected Son¬ 
ic Youth. 

“What you hear on the 
album is how the song 
was recorded at that mo¬ 
ment, no overdoing. It’s 
the first or second take be¬ 
cause we’d become so fa¬ 
miliar and comfortable 
with the songs. Ultimately 
though, what it really 
means is that the songs 
are indicative of a band 
who’s finally comfortable 
with themselves.”

Transformers 2 year’s No. 3 film 


The Transformers sequel 
quickly became the third- 
biggest movie of the year 
at the North American box 
office after just five days of 
release, as the costly robot 
extravaganza surpassed in¬ 
dustry expectations. 

Transformers: Revenge of 
the Fallen, a follow-up to 
the smash hit of 2007, 
earned an estimated $201.2 
million since it blasted into 
theatres Wednesday, dis¬ 
tributor Paramount Pic¬ 
tures said Sunday. 

Earlier in the week, the 
Viacom Inc-owned studio 
had conservatively forecast 
a five-day haul in the $130 
million to $150 million 
range. But industry pundits 
said a tally of at least $175 
million was more likely. 

“For me the high water 
mark was, could you get to 
$200 million in seven 
days?” said Don Harris, ex-

ecutive vice-president of 
distribution at Paramount, 
adding that his target was 
met with skepticism by 
movie-theatre owners. 

The biggest movies of the 
year so far are Up with 
$250 million and Star Trek 
with $246 million. The new 
Transformers movie is on 
track to hit the low $300 
million area by the end of 
next weekend, Paramount 
said. “We should have three 
really strong weeks before 
Harry Potter (and the Half- 
Blood Prince) comes in (on 
July 15),” Harris said. 

The film narrowly missed 
the five-day opening record 


of $203.8 million set last 
year by The Dark Knight, 
the second-biggest film of 
all time before adjusting 
for inflation. Its $60.6 mil¬ 
lion haul on its first day al¬ 
so fell just short of the all- 
time single-day record of 
$67 million, set on a Friday 
by the Batman sequel. 

Harris said women ac¬ 
counted for 46 per cent of 
moviegoers, up from 40 per 
cent for the first movie, an 
indication of the fran¬ 
chise’s expanding appeal. 

Exit surveys indicated 
that 91 per cent of movie¬ 
goers considered the film 
as good as or better than 
the first one, Harris said. 
Critics, on the other hand, 
were mildly favourable to¬ 
wards the first film, but 
mostly appalled by the se¬ 
quel, according to Rotten 
Tomatoes, a website that 
analyzes reviews. reuters

There are many reasons to 
take in the massive pulp 
gangster epic Public Ene¬ 
mies, and no doubt, the 
chief feature the studio is 
banking on to pull in the 
pundits is the presence of 
poster boy Johnny Depp. 

But in the grand tapestry 
of it all, Depp’s admittedly 
charismatic performance 
isn’t the most resonant ele¬ 
ment in director Michael 
Mann’s ultra-stylized, retro 
shoot ’em up. 

The beloved big screen 
sex symbol stars as real life 
1930’s American outlaw 
John Dillinger, who, like 
the equally loathed/loved 
Bonnie and Clyde, forged 
his name robbing banks 
during the Great Depres¬ 
sion, amassing more press 
than any movie star dared 
even dreamed of achieving 
in the process. 

His glamorous rampage 
is dogged by rock jawed FBI 
agent Melvin Purvis (a typi¬ 
cally engaging Christian 
Bale) and much macho con¬

Public Enemies is a tow¬ 
ering piece of work, as 
much a love letter to vin¬ 
tage Warner Bros, gangster 
melodramas as it is an ex¬ 
tension of the shadowy 
good vs. evil urban 
jungle Mann began 
observing in the 
original Miami 
Vice.

frontation and blood spat¬ 
tered gun battles ensue. 

Narrative drive isn’t the 
focus of Mann’s hypnotic 
crime opera, rather, like 
his classic and influential 
1995 crime drama master¬ 
piece Heat, the accent is on 
tone, atmosphere, texture 
and fetishizing violence to 
the point of lyricism. 

When men point Tom¬ 
my guns at each other and 
bullets meet bone in a 
Mann film, it’s as ferocious 
and primal as it is jarringly 


beautiful. 

And while Depp is never 
anything less than enter¬ 
taining as Dillinger, he’s 
basically just being Depp 
in fancy-lad clothing — 
likeable and visually strik¬ 
ing as always but cartoon- 
ish and never really reveal¬ 
ing the emotional arc that 
the character truly re¬ 
quires to make him flesh 
and blood. Better still is 
Bale, who excels in a small¬ 
er, less showy but more 
controlled role and gor¬ 


geous French actress Mari¬ 
on Cotillard (La Vie en 
Rose) who adds weight in a 
complex turn as Dillinger’s 
moll. Better than any of 
them however, is British 
actor Stephen Graham

Most guitarists would be 
perturbed to discover that 
their label was issuing 
their band’s latest album 
with a bonus CD of the 
songs stripped of the gui¬ 
tar. 

But the guitarist with 
Canadian rock group Billy 
Talent looked at the bigger 
picture and realized the 
bonus disc — complete 
with chord chart — would 
allow bedroom dreamers 
raised on Guitar Hero to 
play along. 

“I’m pretty sure no one 
has done it before,” Ian 
D’Sa says. “When I was a 
kid I would have killed to 
be able to play along with 
the vocals, bass and drums 
on Led Zeppelin IV. I think 
this opens the boundaries 
between the band and our 
fans.” 

It shouldn’t surprise any¬ 
one that amateur guitarists 
are fans of the band’s mix 
of hard rock and punk. The 
act’s latest album, Billy Tal¬ 
ent III, produced by Bren¬ 
dan O’Brien (Bruce Spring¬ 
steen, Pearl Jam), hits 
stores via Warner Music 
Canada July 14 in Canada, 
where the band is already 
an arena-size draw. 

Billy Talent’s primary 
markets are Canada and 
Germany. The band’s two 
previous albums, Billy Tal¬ 
ent I and Billy Talent II, 
sold 330,000 and 280,000 
copies in Canada, respec¬ 
tively, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan. In Germany —

Warner Music Canada 
president Steve Kane says 
the United Kingdom is a 
priority for the label, as 
part of an overall Euro¬ 
pean strategy. There, sales 
stand at 48,000 for I and 
61,000 for II, according to 
the Official Charts Co.; Ill 
will be released July 13. 

“We need to superserve 
a lot of markets in Europe, 
but we can’t take Canada 
and Germany for grant¬ 
ed,” he says. “In the U.K. I 
think we’re one radio 
song away (from main¬ 
stream success).” 


The band has had limit¬ 
ed success in the United 
States despite significant 
touring commitments for 
its first two albums, which 
have sold 120,000 and 
59,000 U.S. copies, accord¬ 
ing to Nielsen SoundScan. 
The band’s manager Pierre 
Tremblay, senior VP at Net- 
twerk Music Group, says 
Billy Talent’s reputation as 
a top live act should help it 
make inroads in the U.S. 
market, and then onward 
to Australia and New 
Zealand. 

“This will take some pa¬ 
tience,” Tremblay adds. 
“Billy Talent isn’t just 
some pop act that you can 
throw a lot of money at 
and land on radio.” reuters

Spicy Chicken 
Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
2 onions, finely chopped 
2 large garlic cloves, crushed 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground 
coriander 

1 tsp (5 ml) ground cumin 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne 
pepper 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground cloves 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground ginger 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
turmeric 

4 cups (11) diluted chicken 
or vegetable stock 
14 oz (396 ml) can chopped 
tomatoes 

1 lb (500 g) skinless chicken 
breast fillets, cut into V4-in. 
(0.5-cm) strips 

1/2 lb (250 g) green beans, 
trimmed and chopped 
400 g can chickpeas, drained 
and rinsed 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped fresh 
coriander 

1/3 cup (75 ml) low-fat 
yogurt 

pinch of cayenne pepper 
12 sprigs of fresh coriander 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large, heavy- 
based pot or flameproof 
casserole dish over medium 
heat. Add onions and fiy for 

3 minutes, stirring. Add gar¬ 
lic and continue stirring 2 
minutes longer until onions 
are softened, but not brown. 


2. Reduce heat slightly and 
stir in spices. Continue stir¬ 
ring over gentle heat so 
spices release their aroma. 
Take care not to let mixture 
bum. 

3. Stir in stock and tomatoes 
with their juice, increase 
heat and bring to boil. Then 
reduce heat to gentle 
simmer. 

4. Add chicken, beans and 
chickpeas to pot, bring back 
to boil, then reduce heat, 
cover and leave soup to cook 
gently 10 minutes until 
chicken is cooked through 
and beans are just tender. 
Taste one bean to test if it is 
cooked and cut piece of 
chicken in half to make sure 
it is no longer pink in 
centre. Stir in chopped 
coriander and season. 

5. Ladle soup into individual 
bowls, then add dollop of yo¬ 
gurt to each serving, sprin¬ 
kle with cayenne pepper 
and garnish with coriander. 
Serve with chapattis or nan 
bread.
